Y"Consldering that the enemy has Invaded the soll
of France, that our army, erect and always devoted,
18 ready to repel him, it 1s the duty of every one to
unite with it in Its efforts. That 18 the right of every
one to clalm A weapon for the accomplishment of
this duty. Consldering that accordlog to the
avowal, even of the Minister of War, the foreigner
I8 marching upon Paris, that in presence of such a
peril It would be a crime to refuse to every inhabl.
tant of the capital the musket which 18 necessary
for the defense of his home. (Interruption.) That
the whole population demands to be armed and ore
ganized 88 a Gurde Nationale, electing 1ts chlefs,
the Chamber therefore decrees that there shall be
Immediately distributed in the Mairles of each ar-
rondissement of the e¢ity of Paris muaskets to all
able-bodled cltizens inscribad on the electoral lists,
The Garde Nationale shall be organized in France
according to the terma of the law of 1851, "

In supporting his proposition, M. Jules Favre
gaid that they were in presence of events which
exacted upon thelr part a supreme effort, but
alzo the wisdom which should insure and render
it salutary. Now, for that it was indispensable
that the military forces should be concentrated
in the bands of a single man and that man
should not be emperor. (Applause on the Left.)
It was absolutely necessary that the Emperor
ghonld quit headquarters.” He ought not to
exercise the supreme command. He bad been
unlucky; he should return. (Applause on the
Left.) But this was notall: it was indispensable
that, if the Chamber wanted to save the country,
it should take im hand the necessary power.
(Assent on the Left, protestations on the ight.)

M. Vendre—Do you want to deliver us over to
the enemy ?

M. Jules Favre—When the incapacity of those
who govern has conducted it to that state which
it can only regard with rage and anger, and
which nothing could bave led it to anticipate,
itis time for it to conflde itself to its repre-
sentatives.
